The whole matter was breught to a 
head by the publication in one of the 
eastern daily papers last July of a 
report on the safety of Turtle Moun- 
tain, made by Prof. R, W. Brock, 
director of the government geological 
survey.

Cracks have already 
appeared in the huge mass cé¢ rock, 
which may be ascribed to the mining 
operations, and it is possible that fur- 
ther mining operations may lead to 
awful results, Frank has already had 
ore landslide, the disaster of 1903, and 
Yurtle mountain is now hanging over 
it like a sword of Damocles. ‘The 


mountain is much mcre dangerous at 
the present time than a year ago.”

Senate'r Loug- 
heed said he had always regarded the 
American settlers as among the most
